A SENSATIONAL REPORT. 


An Altered Midnight Attempt to Assas- 


sinate Mr, Gladstone. 


LONDON, April 28—The Pall Mall 


Gazette contains a most sensational 
article headed "Rumors of an Attempt 
to Shoot Gladstone," the type used in 
the headlines being the largest in use 
for that purpose. The paper states 
that the alleged attempt upon the 
prime minister's life was made while 
Mr Gladstone was walking through 
St. James park at midnight on his way 
to his home in Downing street

LoNDOir.AprllM —Anunusually large 


number of people, attracted by the re- 
port that Mr Gladstone's life had been 
in danger, waited for the arrival of the 
premier at the tiouse of parliament 
yesterday 
When Mr Gladstone ap- 


peared he received a cordial ovation. 


In the house of commons several 


questions were asked in regard to the 
report of an attempt on Mr. Gladstone's 
life 
Home Secretary Asquith replied 


that the incident of the arrest and 
prosecution of a man for unlawfully 
discharging a revolver in a public 
thoroughfare was now under judicial 
Investigation and in the meantime he 
could say nothing about it 


Home Secretary Asquith was also 


questioned as to the special favors ex- 
tended to the dowager duchess of Suth- 
erland, now 
undergoing imprison- 


ment in Holloway jail for contempt of 
court in having wilfully destroyed a 
document which she had been per- 
mitted by order of the court of probate 
to examine In reply to several ques- 
tions on the subject, Home Secretary 
Asquith declared that the prisons act 
provided that first-class misdemean- 
ants should be allowed the privileges 
enjoyed by the dowager duchess of 
Sutherland

ball last night at the Madison Square 
garden was in respect to magnificence 
of decoration and arrangement and of 
the large number of world-famous 
guests present, the most splendid event 
given in the new world 
Besides the 


president and cabinet, the legislative 
body of the United States and Spanish 
grandee, lineal descendants of Colum- 
bus, 
there were the diplomatic corps, 


the admirals and subordinate officers of 
every great naval powei in the world, 
governors of neighboring states and 
famous army officers. 


The decorations of the garden were 


rich and elaborate, eclipsing in their 
magnificence and elegance anything 
ever before attempted in the large 
auditorium 
Silver dragons with burn- 


ing ruby eyes guarded the Madison-ave- 
nue entrance In the center of the 
garden thousand of spr.iya of lillles of 
the valley formed an a> ch. Cpon the 
keystone was perched a smiling cnpid, 
whose fair wings were studded with 
miniature lamps, and who held in his 
hands a chain of varioun colored elec- 
tric lights The base of the arch was 
composed of many colored lights, whose 
hues were constantly < hanging 
Sur- 


rounding this beautiful arch was a 
grove of palms and foliage plants, and 
half hidden amongst their verdue was 
a Japanese juggler balancing a bamboo 
wheel of colored revolving lights 


At the Fourth-avenue end of the gar- 


den was an immense Japanese lantern 
studded with electric lights 
Directly 


beneath this was the reception dias 
gorgeous with flowers and plants, and 
at the two corners were dragons such 
at, guarded the entrance to the garden 
Across the rear of the ampitheater in 
large letters of lights wei e the words 
"A New World's Welcome " A mag- 
nificent model of the capitol at Wash- 
ington, created out of white cape jas- 
mine and illumined with electric lights, 
rested upon the stage of the assembly 
room 
A miniature reproduction of 


the grounds in natui al plants sur- 
rounded it 
The costs of the decora- 


tions was 116,000 The balcony pillars 
were twined with smilax and flowers, 
and the entire roof of the garden was 
hung with a canopy of white and gold, 
dependant from which were hundreds 
of clusters of flags of all nations. 


The large box on th« center of the 


Madison-avenue end was occupied by 
Mayor Giiroy and suite 
President 


Cleveland's box was on the right of the 
mayor's, while the boxes occupied by 
the duke of Veragua and his party was 
on the left. The othur boxes of the 
first tier and about the mayor's box 
were occupied by the members of th« 
Onited States supreme court, the diplo- 
matic corps and by Oov Flower and 
staff 
The arena boxes were occupied 


by the admiral and officers of the 
American fleet. The foreign officers 
were given the center boxes 
Gen 


Scnofteld, commanding the army, and 
Maj -Gen O O. Howard, with their 
suites, also occupied boxes in this tier. 


Two bands furnished the music In 


the hall, one being stationed on the 
south and the other on the north side 
of th» garden toward the Fourth-ave- 
nue entrance 


Landers' orchestra of eighty string 


pieces played the music for the dancers, 
and Rogers' Seventh Eegiment band of 
sixty pices played during the intermis- 
sions and promenades 


The doors of the garden were thrown 


open at 9 o'clock, and almost immedi- 
ately afterwards the (fuests began to 
arrive 
The naval officers were met by 


a specially-appointed committee at the 
foot of West Forty-second street, and 
from there taken in carnages to the 
garden.
